CIIAG's followers 
Gevsided to make LIU seng-ch'un, Secretary General of Sinkiang, the director 
of the "democracy taking root project and concurrently head of the Sinkiang 
Provincial Publicity Comittee (g196 421% EGP ~ -). TAN vet-nsu, 
Vice General Executive Secretary of the Northwest Cultural Reconstruction 
Association ( Miki Keo 55 HG ) and concurrently Director of the Board 
of the Hsin Chiang Jih Pao, was €o collect publicity materials and turn the 
lisin Chiang Jih Pao into an efficient publicity organ of the Provincial

é@. At a Provincial editorst conference in January 194°, LIU ieng-ch'un made a 
spoech on the "democratic" volicy of CIIAIG Chih-chung, stressing the latser's 
desire for peace and his vasious efforts to persuade CHIANG Kai-shek to :zake 
peace with the Communists, He pointed out that this is the ere of socie.ism 
of the Soviet type; that one should not be afraid of the Cormunists, nor of 
being progressive; and that behavior conforming to socialist doctrines would 
insure better treatment by the Communists when they should arrive. He 
requested all press orgens “io stress Sino-Soviet friendship, and to introduce 
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the people cradually to the evils of the United States. At anothor meeting 
at the Kuomintang headquarters, LIU told the assemblage of leading Chinese 
officials that the Kuomintang did not manage the government well and that it 
was only reasonable to hove for the success of the Communists as a means to 
better manarement, 


3. PLographical informetion on the men who were to carry out CHANG Chih-chung's 
program in Sinkiang Proviace follows; 


LIU txeng-ch'un is a native of Kwangtuns and a long-time follower and 
"wisdom bag” of CHANG Chif-chung. He has been Secretary-General and 
Publicity Committee Chairman of the Sinkiang rovincial Government 

and concurrently Secretary-General of the Northwest Wigh -ilitary aad 
Political Officisls’ Administration (formerly called the Generalissimo's 
Northwest Meadquarters) since 1946, when CHANG Chih-chung became Director 
of the Administration. LIU is sly and wicked and always has s cunning 
smile ond does things in an underhanded manner. Tor example, he "manu- 
factured" crimes, and imprisoned and executed many lower rank officials 
of the provincial government who did not get along with him during the 
period when CHANG Chin-chung was Governor of Sinkiang. le still nas the 
title of Secretary-‘iensral of the Administration because LiA Pu-fong, 

at least for the time »veing, does not want to create unrest or a bad 
reaction by removin; hich officials of the Administration. . 


TTAN VWei-hsu (ah a ay }) is a native of Kiangsu and was formerly First 
Section Chief under the Secretary General of the Northwest Wirh iili- 
tary avd Political Officials' Administration, He has been Assistant 
General Executive Secrotary of the Northwest Cultural Reconstruction 
Association since about 1946 and Director of the Board of the Usin 
Chiang Jih Pao since January 1949. le is an cpportunist and a leading 
Yernber of LID Meng-ch’un's clique. 


SUN Fuesheng, (4% oe a ) is a native of llupeh and a former "Blue Shirt" 
leader in Sinkiang who later became CIJIANG Ching-kuo's man and still 
later turned to CHANG Chih-chung. He took cherge of underground work 
for the Central Governsent during SHENG Shih-ts‘ai's regime and was 
alert enough not to be caught. Ile became Chairman of the Sinkiang 
Kuomintang Provincial Jeadquarters when CiIU Shao-liang succeeded 

SHENG as Governor of Sinkieng, and organized end led the Sinkiang Iro- 
vincial Youth Cultural Work Corps to force youth in various parts of 
Sinkiang to join the Kuomintang and the San iin Chu I Youth Corps = 
those who refused to join were taken for granted as men of SUENG 
Shin-ts'ai and were severely dealt with. SUN was later Chief of ths 
Social Affairs Bureau of the Sinkiang Provincial Government, and was 
appointed Secretary~General of the Nanking Kucmintang Ieadquarters in 
1947 wut did not accept the post upon the request of CHATG Chih-chung 
who wanted to keep SUI! in the Northwest, He was made High Councillor 
of the Northwest ish Uilitary and Political Officials! Administration 
in Lanchow in 1947 and, with this title, acted as a "cultural official" 
and edited the orthwest Forum (Hsi Pei lum Ttan /i7 jt 79 $R ) which 
dominated public opinion - he sont his agents to investigate the

Work Corps in order to make "democracy" take root among the youth. Ile 
hag over 50 underground agents collected from various provincial 
organs: has been a man who stops at no means to accomplish his own

TSO Shu-p'ing ( &, og if ) is a native of Iman; was sometimes 
called one of China's "modern poets" before the war with the Japanese 
when he edited the Hew Pootical Songs (isin Shih Ko / 4 2 2k ); 
published in Shanghai. Later he became one of CHIANG Ching-kuo's 
men end since about 1946 has been Special Commissioner of the 1st 
Administrative Region (Yen Ch'i 1S, ), of Sinkieng (Hsin Chiang 
Sheng Ti I Ch'u Hsing Cheng Chuan Yuan/#4e ¥H%—- RIGA FS ) 
and later concurrently Dean of the Sinkiang Prévincial Training 
Corps because of LIU eng-ch'un's support. ile is corrupt and well- 
know for all kinds of vice, but capable in collecting cultural 
intellicence and in enforcing thought control end as a result he 
was greatly appreciated by LIV Ueng-ch'un, who tried in every possible 
way to win him over and finally succeeded in getting him to be a 
strong member of LiU's clique partly through his family relation 
with T'AN Wei-hsu (TS0 is the nephew of T'All's wif's), an old merber 
of LTU's clique. 


CII‘EN Fang-po (924 12 ) is a native of the Northeast and was 
Magistrate of Mami and other hsien of Sinkiang during SHENG Shih- 
ts’ai's regime, lle has been Chairman of the Board of Directors of the 
Alwmi Association of All Middle end Normal Schools in Sinkiang since 
about 1945. Ie leaned toward CHAM Chih-chung when CHAUG's sphere of 
influence entered Sinkiang in 1946 and since then has been used by 
LIV weng-chtun because of his leadership in the Alummi Association. 
He was made Deputy Commissioner of Education of the Sinkiang Provin-~ 
cial Govarnment in 1946, and since the Education Commissioner, 
Saifeddin Azizi, left for Ining that same year CH'EN has been domi- 
nating, and controlling the educational affairs of Sinkiang. Ye is 

an opportunist without a political mind. Mis private life is 
unsavory.

4, Tho 42 Army, commanded by General CH'AO Hsi~kuang, consists of from 359,000 
to 40,000 men who were formerly commended and trained by General YAIG 
Teeliang, Genoral YANG was anti-Soviet, and his influence is still so 
strong in the 42 Army that CIAO, though an opportunist and a follower of 
CHANG Chih-chung, fears that they might turn apainst him if ordered to 
fight against non-Commmist forces or to cooperate with Soviet or Soviet~= 
supported groups. CIAO has therefore recently opened and improved a 
route from Sufu (Kashger) to Tibet, ostensibly for carrying on trade with 
India, This road was designed to serve as an escape route for the troops, 
so as to avoid trouble in event of a crisis. 


5. In July 1949, General UA Pu-fang took the lead among a number of high 
officials of the Jorthwest Administration, in mmaging the funeral of 
FU Tso~yi's mother, and is said to have paid most of the expenses involved.
